Near airport, 
ride sharing 
and co-existing

At the edge of Orlando’s air- 
port is a crossroads of Latino 
culture ready to deliver people 
from around the world to their 
vacation dreams. 

It’s where hundreds of Uber 
and Lyft drivers gather and 
wait for a ride request. 

“Tf you don’t have credit, you 
don’t have a job; here you are 
provided opportunity,” said 
Benjamin Rivera of Puerto 
Rico, standing near his natty 
Kia Optima. 

Some call it the “FIFO” lot, 
for first in, first out. It opened 
this summer after the airport 
relented to growing pressure to 
let ride-share drivers pick up 
arriving passengers. Previ- 
ously, they were allowed only 
to drop off passengers for de- 
parting flights. 

Crowded and chaotic as 
drivers wait to be summoned, 
FIFO is where for a few min- 
utes or an hour “we are 
friends,” said Jesus Collins, 27. 

Drivers there may not earn
